The commissioners’ ruling set 
aside all the objections of the Stand­ 
ard’s attorneys. 
The commission was 
represented 
by J. T. 
Marchard as 
chief counsel 
and Former 
Attorney

special counsel. 
No decidedly sensational testimony 
was 
Introduced but most 
of it

lated to methods which the so-called 
trust took to prevent competition and 
drive its rivals out of business. Much

railroad companies took considerable 
part In aiding the Standard Oil com­ 
pany to fight its rivals.

During the time Mr. Lloyd was on 
tho stand counsel for the commission 
made persistent efforts to force an ad­

Relations W ith Mr. Cassatt 


were through 
Cassatt 
& Co., 
with 
whom President Cassatt carried a per­ 
sonal 
bank account. 
The 
railroad 
company had for many years been a 
depositor with the First National bank 
of Altoona, 
of which 
Mr. Lloyd 
is 
president. 
Mr. Lloyd also gave testimony con 
cerning the 
organization of 
various 
mining companies in which ho Is in­ 
terested, stating that he considered 
it good business policy to have rail­ 
road men among the stockholders of 
the coal companies. 
Frederick Vrooman, 
an assistant 
trainmaster, told the commission that 
he 
had received gifts

Washington, May 25.—After consid­ 
erable deviate the senate passed tho 
bill relieving denatured alcohol from 
the 
internal revenue 
tax and 
then 
took uji the agricultural appropriation 
bill, which was still under considera­ 
tion when the senate adjourned. 
The 
discussion of the alcohol bill turned 
largely upon the effect of the legis 
latlon on the manufacture of wood al­ 
cohol, which Senator Aldrich asserted 
would be greatly injured. 
Senator Hale criticised some of the 
provisions of the agricultural bill as 
manifesting too 
strong a 
tendency 
towards paternalism. 
The free alcohol bill passed by tho 
senate Is regarded by the friends of 
the measure as much 
more liberal 
than was tho bill which 
passed the 
house. 
Considering all that was said 
ibout the shabby treatment which it 
was alleged the bill would receive in 
the senate, the friends of the measure 
are greatly pleased 
that the senate 
has passed the bill with more gener­ 
ous terms than it contained when it 
passed the house. 
The only material change to which 
objection might be made 
is the de­ 
ferring of the time for the law to be­ 
come operative until Jan. I next. This 
action was taken upon the recommen­ 
dation of Secretary Shaw of tho treas­ 
ury department. 
Secretary Shaw ex­ 
plained to the finance committee of 
the senate that it will require some 
time

Washington, 
May 
25.—Complete 
agreement has been 
reached by tho 
conferees on the Indian appropriation 
bill on all points of dispute between 
the senate and house, and the report 
has been 
signed. 
The chief 
differ­ 
ences raised by senate amendments 
were disposed 
of by 
agreements as 
follows; 
No allotment of lands in severalty 
to Indians on the various reservations 
shall become liable to the satisfaction 
of any debt contracted prior to the is­ 
suing of the final patent. 
Five thousand dollars of the appro­ 
priation for the transportation of pu­ 
pils to and from Indian schools mav 
be used by the commissioner of In­ 
dian affairs in placing pupils in posi­ 
tions where remunerative employment 
can be found for them In industrial 
pursuit. 
Railroad rights of way through In­ 
dian reservations and lands shall not 
exceed BO feet in width on each side 
of the center line of the road except 
where there are heavy cuts and fills, 
when the right of way shall not ex- 
cer.TTTTn T v a i em each side nf tho et.ii 
tor. 
Railroad buildings and switches 
shall not occupy more than 200 feet 
in width and 3,000 feet in length ad­ 
ditional and not. more than one sta­ 
tion shall be situated within any one 
continuous length of ten miles.

$100,000 is 
made to purchase 
land for landless 
Indians in California.
